THE MECKLENBURG DECLARA- 
TION.—In July last, learning that 
— C. Dowd of Charlotte, would 
reply to the articles of D. R. Good- 
loe, Esq., with reference to the Meck- 
lenburg Declaration of Independence, 


Mr. J. B. Neathery, of this city, ad- 
dressed to him the following letter. 
As it presents in a concise manner 
the way in which the discussion of 
this subject originated, it has been 
sent us with the consent of the writer, 
for publication:

Dear Sir:—It is understood here 
that you or some other ep at 
Charlotte will reply to the articles of 
D. R. Goodloe, Esq., with reference 
to the Mecklenburg Declaration of 
Independencee ; indeed the Charlotte 
Democrat is now before me contain- 
ing No. 1 of the ‘‘defence of the 20th 
May Declaration.“ 
eeling that every North Carolin- 
ian should take a just pride in the 
fact that ours was the first State to 
declare its independence of Great 
fully convinced 
that said Declaration was made at 
Charlotte on the 207% May 1775, I 
proceed without further apology to 
give you such facts as have come into 
my ion bearing on thesubject. 
ave in my possession files of the 
Raleigh Register of 1819, 1820, 1821, and 
in the issue of that paper of wy 
1819, the ration is published in 
full. The editor (Jos. Gales) prefaces 
the Declaration with these words : 
„It is not probably known to many 


of our readers that the citizens of 
Mecklenburg county, in this State, 


made a Declaration of Independence 


more than a year before Congress 
made theirs. The following u- 
ment on the subject has lately come 
to the hands of the editor from un- 
uestionable authority, and is pub- 
ity that it may go down to poster- 
The Essex Register of July 24, 1871, 
copied the Declaration from the FRal- 
cigh Register, and ‘expressed some 
doubts as to the genuineness of the 
resolutions, and hoped the — 
ister would give such proofs as its 
editor had of their true character. 

Mr. Gales replied (Aug.6, 1819) that 
he was ready to give all the informa- 
tion in his power and adds, we feel 
confident after we shall have done so, 
no longer doubt will remain as to the 
truth and reality of the proceedings 
in question.“ Mr. Gales then pro- 
ceeds as follows: 

“It a this Mecklenbur 
Declaration of Independence ha 
during last winter (1818) been the 
subject of conversation at Washing- 
ton, among members of Congress, 
and that in order to put the matter 
out of dispute, one of our Senators 
(Hon. Nat’i Macon) and the Kepre- 
sentative of the Mecklenburg Dis- 
trict (Hon. Wm. Davidson) in Con- 
gress wrote to gentlemen in that part 
of the country, most likely to give it, 
for information in relation to this 
matter.“ 


Mr. Macon wrote to Gen. Jos. Gra- 
ham, of Lincoln county, and Gen. 
Graham referred the letter to Win. 
B. Alexander, of Alexandria, Meck- 
lenburg county, with a request that, 
Mr. A. would furnish, from his fath- 
er's old papers, eyerything bearing 
on the subject. r. Alexander re- 
plied to Mr. Macon’s letter, February 
7, 1819, from which the following ex- 
tract is made: 

Nearly all my father’s papers were 
burned in the Spring of 1800, which 
destroyed the papers now wanted, as 
I believe he acted as Secretary to the 
committee that declared indepen- 
dence for this county in 1775.” 

Mr. Gales continues in these words: 

„% The Declaration and resolutions 
published were received by Mr. Da- 
vidson from J. MeKnitt, (brother of 
Mr. Alexander, the writer of the 
above letters,) accompanied with the 
following certificate: The foregoing 
is a true copy of the ‘rs on the 
above subject left in the hands of 
John MeKnitt Alexander, deceased. 
I find it mentioned on file that the 
original book was burned in April, 
1800; that a copy of the proceedin 
was sent to Hugh Williamson, in 
New York, then writing the history 
of North Carolina, and that a copy 
was sent to General W. R. Davie. 

IJ. MeKNrrr.“ 


Mr. Gales concludes as follows: 

All the papers thus certified were 
sent to us for publication by the Sen- 
ator (Nathaniel Macon) who had col- 
lected the information. We trust 
therefore, that the most skeptical will 
no longer entertain a doubt of the 
authenticity of this Declaration of 
Independence of Mecklenburg coun- 
ty. If further evidence of these facts 
were wanting, it is believed the testi- 
mony of one of the most respectable 
inhabitants of this city WHO WAS 
PRESENT WHEN THE DECLARATION 
WAS RESOLVED UPON, MIGHT BE AD- 
DED.“ 

Mr. Gales doubtless alluded to Col. 
Wm. Polk, then of Raleigh. 

In the Register of August 13, 1819, 
Mr. Gales says: 

The publie will doubtless be grat- 
ified to learn that Col. Wm. Polk, of 
this city, (who was present at the 
meeting in Mecklenburg county when 
the Declaration of Independence was 

reed upon in May, 1775) is prepar- 
ing for publication some further in- 
formation in relation to that Declara- 
tion. We understand that the Colo- 
nel will give the names of the dele- 

ates, and an account of the proceed- 
— of the Committees subsequently 
until a regular government was estab- 
lished; and correct some misstate- 
ments in the publication already 
made on the subject in the Register, 
of the 30th April last, and which has 
been the subject of remark in the 
Northern papers.“ 

In the ister of February 18th, 
1820, Col. Polk publishes the certifi- 


cate of George Graham aged 61 near 
62; Wim. Hutchinson 68; Jonas 


Clark aged 62 and Robert Robison 
aged 68, and a lettler from John Si- 
merson, Sr., dated Providence, Jan. 
20, 1820. 

Messrs. Graham, Hutchinson, 
Clarke and Robinson declare in their 
certificate that they were present in 
the town of Charlotte, on the 19th 
day of May, 1775; that the 9 
tion from the various Captains’ dis- 
tricts was complete on that day—the 
meeting being organized about 12 
o’clock on that day when Abraham 
Alexander was chosen chairman and 
Dr. Ephraim Bevard, secretary. That 
the delegates continued in session 
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the 20th they again met when acom- 
mittee under the direction of the 
delegates had formed several resolves 
which were read and which went to 
deglare themselves and the people of 
Mecklenburg county free and inde- 
ndent of the King of Great Bri- 
in,“ &e. 
In the Register, of May 26th, 1820, 
appear a letter from Rev. Francis 
ummins,a Presbyterian clergyman, 
to Senator Macon, testifying that he 
was present at the time of the De- 


claration, aud the certificate of Capt. 


James Jack that he was not only pre- 
sent at the time but took the Declar- 
ation to Philadelphia, e. 

Nathaniel Macon, himself a Revo- 
lutionary soldier, satisfied himself 
beyond a doubt that the Deciaration 
was made on the 20th of May, and he 
furnished that Declaration for pub- 
lication in the Raleigh Register.» 

Col. Wm. Polk, Graham, Hutchi- 
son, Clarke and Robinson were pres- 
ent, and certified to what transpired 
on that occasion. | 

Joseph Gales, the leading editor of 
the State, was thoroughly satisfied in 
regard to the authenticity of the doc- 
ument. 

These gentlemen lived at a time 
when they could communicate with 
those who took part in the Mecklen- 
burg Convention.

THE City CoMMISSIONERS.—An 
adjourned meeting of the “~~ Com- 
missioners was held in the Mayor’s 
office on Friday night.

After the able argument of 

r. Battle, the Board very properly 
passed an ordinance requiring all 
sinks in the city to be filled up toa 
distance of not more than fifteen feet 
from the surface, and the same to be 
walled and cemented, and that here- 
after all pits are to be constructed in 
accordance with this order. 

An ordinance was adopted requir- 
ing wood and coal purchasers to re- 
move the same when thrown out on 
Fayetteville street within thirty-six 
hours from the time it is thrown out. 

The light question was thoroughly 


discussed and sufficiently ventilated. 


Commissioner Ellison was in favor 
of lighting half the city bul was un- 
willing to go the whole Hog. 

Commissioner Gorman was not in 
favor of discriminating, and advocat- 
ed the immediate lighting up of the 
whole city. 

An Ordinance was finally adopted 
requiring the Chief of Police to ave 


erected at two suitable points in the 


city Gas Meters, and to light the 
streets at once. ‘The former practice 
has been to pay a given sum for gas 
by the post, and the Commissioners 
believe that the bill will be tess by 
paying the regular price by the thou- 
sand ieet—hence the order for the 
erection of Meters.

The Balloon of the Future. 


Yesterday Professor Wise, his son, 
and Dr. Parisel who is stated to have 
been chief of the teronautie service, 
under the French Commune,” at 
Paris, met Mr. P. T. Barnum by ap- 
pointment at the Astor House, to give 
expression to their views as tothe pos- 
sibility of a successful trans-atlantic 
bailoon trip. Mr. Barnum purposes 
giving his entire attention to the sub- 
ject for some time to come, and with 
that view he starts for Europe to-day, 
in order to consult with eronauts in 
London, Paris, and other places. He 
seems quite sanguine of success, and 
says that no amount of trouble or exę 

nse will deter him from ing 
out his scheme. The balloon which 
Prof. Wise recommends would cost 
from $15,000 to $18,000. He would 
have it made of Chinese silk, and he 
says that, with a diameter of 80 feet 
it need not weigh over 2,000 pounds. 
The upper part of the balloon would 
be rein forced“ with a muslin cover- 
ing rendered 2 He would 
not put in in more than 150,000 cubic 
feet of gus, as that would be sufficient 
to take up about 11,000 pounds. Being 
asked by Mr. Barnum what was the 
best time of year for the trip, he said 
that no month would be as favorable 
as June or July. Dr. Parisel was then 
questioned. His plan is substitute 
hot air for gas as a buoyant agency ; 
while to lower the balioon he would 
introduce cool air. He gives the fol- 
lowing calculation in figures : 600,000 
cubie feet of hotair, giving a lifting 
power of 18,000 pounds ; balloon, nett- 
ing, and coating, 6, 000 pounds ; car, 
stove, provisions, and men, 3,00% 
ds; oil, 8,000 pounds; ballast, 
1000 jounds. He said that 8,000 
pounds of oil would last thirty days, 
or long enough for the a trip two and 
a half times around the earth. Mr. 
Barnum having remarked that one 
trip around the earth would be quite 
enough for him, asked Professor Wise 
what he thought of Dr. Parisel’s —— 
Professor Wise said that he knew 
nothing about hot air balloons ; he 
believed there was was something 
feasible in the plan, but he would not 
like toe n it. ‘‘What shall I 
do, asked Mr. Barnum, ‘‘when I find 
the doctors disrgreeing? ou had 
better have the cheapest experiment 
first, remarked Dr. Parisel. ‘No,’’ 
said the great showman, “I want the 
safest first. I would rather pay 810, 
(00,000 to succeed than $10,006 to fail. 
Then turning to Professor Wise, he 
said: I should like to have you in 
London. if I cable for you will you 
come?“ I will,“ answered the Pre- 
fessor, but I'd rather balloon 
„Would you be willing,“ continued 
Mr. Barnum, to try it from London 
here in the spring?”’ I would under- 
take, said the Professor, to come to 
the American Continent, but not to 
North America.“ Mr. Wise, Jr., here 
remarked that the air current bein 
from west toeast. atrip from Englan 
to this country could not be e. In 
the course of some further con versa- 
tion, Mr. Barnum remarked: III 
attend to nothing but balloning for 
the next month or two. I am deter- 
mined to spendjmy last dollar, and to 
get the best men. The conference 
then ended. [New York Times, Sep- 
tember724. ]
